One of the most difficult is- 
sues facing residents of the 
community is the question of 
the proposed business develop- 
ment at the southwest corner 
of. Euclid Ave. and Foothill 
Blvd. ; 


It\is a difficult question be- 
cause of sentiment over preser- 
vation of the avenue beauty and 
of protection to the present 
residents in that area. 


When a proposal on this cor- 
ner was presented a year ago, 
We questioned it because we 
thought proper consideration 
had not been given to the area 
immediately adjacent to the in- 
tersection, 


Some observers believe ade- 
quate provision now has been 
made at the intersection and 
along the Euclid frontage. 

We have been a strong advo- 
cate of giving first attention to 
the so-called downtown district 
and have long worked toward 
formation of the parking assess- 
ment district and the creation 
of four off-street parking lots. 

In view of the increased popu- 
lation that is very certain, how- 
ever, we believe provision must 
be made for additional com- 
mercial. areas. At least, we 
know the pressure is very strong 
on city hall officials to zone for 
business — either at Euclid and 
Foothill or in some _ outlying 
area, 

With the planning’ commission 
turning down the proposal on 
more or less of a silent vote 
basis Thursday night, the issue 
is mow up to the city council- 
men. A formal appeal on the 
proposal is scheduled to be filed 
with the councilmen tonight. 

City hall observers are ac- 
customed to get more positive 
action than was heard by per- 
sons at the planning commis- 
sion meeting last week. If the 
councilmen turn down or ap- 
prove the application we be- 
lieve members of the audience 
will know how and why each 
official voted as he did. 

This vote, of course, will not 
come until a public hearing is 
held next month. Tonight’s ac- 
tion ‘will concern only the set- 
ting of a date for that hearing.

Mr. Cameron aroused his two 
sons, Scott Cameron, 11, and 
Harlow Cameron, 6, and their 
cousin, Wm, Staffield Jr., 11, who 
was visiting over the holiday 
weekend from Ontario, all of 
whom were sleeping in a second- 
floor bedroom. 

Mrs. Cameron called the Up- 
land fire department. Engineer 
Wm. Walters took the call at the 
fire station and later reported 
that Mrs. Cameron was so calm 
in reporting the fire and giving 
directions that his first thought 
was of a practical joke. 

The fire started on the roof 
near the chimney of an open 
fireplace, and the firemen be- 
lieve. sparks from the chimney 
landed on the shingle roofing to 
start the expensive and near- 
tragic blaze. 

VOLUNTEERS RESPOND 

Only immediate response by 
the Upland Volunteer Fire de- 
partment saved the home, con- 
fining the fire to the roof and 
Linda’s bedroom.

Described as a ‘‘very strong”’ 
petition, an affidavit certifying 
to the ‘‘sufficiency of names’’, 
in formation of the parking dis- 
trict will be filed by City Clerk 
Hazel Cassell at the meeting of 
the Upland city council tonight. 

City Engineer Harold Wilder 
has conferred with Special At- 
torney Ray Curran in checking 
over details to further analyze 
the document.

Opponents of the formation of 
the parking district successfully 
attacked the petition in October, 
thus a new document was filed.

“The petition is very strong in 
respect to valuation and area and 
I éan see no reason why it should 
not go through and result in the 
parking lots being created as 
sought by the property owners’’, 
Mr. Wilder said. 

‘Mr. Wilder said that names on 
the petition represent 60 per cent 
of the area within the proposed 
district and 72 per cent of the 
assessed valuation within the 
district.

In Many Years 


Less than one and _ one-half 
inches of rainfall for the past 
six months, and the lowest water 
‘levels in the history of local bas- 
ins, tell the parched story of this 
immediate area as drought con- 
ditions continue throughout the 
Southwest. 

With Southern California ex- 
periencing its drvest vear in sev- 
eral decades, drought conditions 
throughout the Southwest are 
igenerally becoming alarming. 
The Upland, Ontario and Foothill 
areas are offsetting this alarm- 
ing picture to some extent, how- 
ever, by the use of Colorado riv- 
jer water from the Metropolitan 
i Water district, new wells and di- 
version of run-off flood water to 
area settling basins. 

1.438 INCHES RAINFALL 


| 

Total rainfall for the six month 
; Period just closed, July through 
| December, amounted to only 1.43 
jinches, and .41 inch of this total 
\fell during the freak rainstorm 
of last July. , 

| In reporting this rainfall figure 
jto the Upland News, the Liberty 
|Groves Operating Corporation, 
i495 E. 19th St., also released 
, comparative figures on past rain- 
|fall, as follows: 

For the previous fiscal year, 
July 1955—July 1956, a total of 
117.17 inches of rain fell in Up- 
lan, 2.89 inches of this being in 
the first six-month period of the 
fiscal year, A major part of the 
total, 9.75 inches, fell in the 
storm of last Jan. 26-27, 1956. 
122 INCHES IS AVERAGE 

Average annual rainfall in Up- 
land, computed from total annual 
rainfall figures for a 60-year peri- 
od ending with the 1952-53 grow- 
ing season, is 21.93 inches. Lib- 


jerty Groves records on rainfall 
date back to the early 1890s. 
Upland has experienced much 


drier weather in the three years 
since this annual average rain- 
fall figure was computed. 

One of the longest water pump- 
jing seasons for irrigation in his- 
tory is reported by Don Adams 
of the San Antonio Water Co., 
with the pumps idle only the 
month of February in 1956. 
LOWEST WATER LEVELS 

Cucamonga Basin water level 
at 448 feet is the lowest in his- 
tory, and 32 feet lower than the 
previous low on record, 416 feet 
recorded 20 years ago for 1936. 

In the Chino water basin, 
which serves the Ontario area, 
the water level is now at 414 
feet, 40 feet lower than the 374 
feet of 1936. 

A brighter aspect to the pic- 
ture is wrovided by measures 
being taken here to offset the 
lack of rain and lowering water 
tables. In the Cucamonga dis- 
trict, facilities are being install- 
ed to use Metropolitan water 
from the Colorado river, which 
would lessen the drain on the 
Cucamonga water basin. 
DIVERT RUNOFF WATER 

San Antonio Water Co. has a 
new well in the Cucamonga basin 
being readied for production next 
season. 

In addition to the use of Metro- 
politan water, the Chino Basin 
Water Conservation district has 
made arrangements with the Los 
Angeles County Flood control to 
divert runoff flood waters from 
the Claremont district to settling 
basins located on San Antonio 
creek, between sixth and Highth 
Sts. This runoff water will sink 
into the Chino basin, augmenting 
its supply. Harold S. Stewart is 
president ‘of the Conservation 
district, and Mr. Adams is secre- 
tary. 

1951-52 YEAR OF RAIN 

Upland area has experienced 
considerable rainfall only onee in 
recent years, and that was dur- 
ing the 1951-52 season when 31.14 
inches of rain soaked the area. 
Other rainfall since 1950 is as 
follows: 1950-51 season, 8.80 inch- 
es; 1952-53, 14.75; 1953-54, 18.93; 
1954-55, 13.25; and 1955-6, 17.17.

Committees to Prepare For 


65,000 Population Here 


At least 15 Uplanders are going to play important roles 
during the year in fashioning the Upland of the future. 


Three committees are scheduled to be named soon by 
the Upland city council. to aid the elected officials in preparing 
long-range plans for adequate municipal buildings, a domestic 
water system that will serve every need and adequate parks. 


Before adequate projects can be realized, plans must be 
made.

Forecasters envision a population of 65,000 within Up- 
land’s 12 square miles. The planning, therefore, is to provide 
facilities for that size of a community. 


Upland’s civic center has been started at Second Ave. 
and ‘D’ St. Additional buildings will be necessary as the pop- 
ulation increases. It will be up to the municipal building com- 
mittee, therefore, to plan a pattern of expansion. The planning, 
of course, will include provisions for the regular municipal of- 
fices, as well as for adequate library facilities and branch fire 
stations and adequate police headquarters. 


Likewise, with the water department. An unusually fine 
foundation has been established for the municipally-owned 
department for a population about one third of the maximum 
that is forecast. By the time there are 65,000 Uplanders, more 
sources of supply must be obtained. The additional water may 
come from the underground basin — as well as from the 
Metropolitan Water district. Reservoirs and distribution lines 
will, of course, be part of the planning. 


Another vital need in the long range planning is parks, 
What a sad situation it would be here, if at the proper time, 
property has not been acquired for suitably -located parks 
throughout the area. 


And so, it will be up to one committee to plot the course 
of growth and recommend the right locations for community 
recreational centers. 


Nothing has been said about the money that will be 
needed to provide these facilities. 


It is understood that property owners of today and of 
the future will have to pay for what they get in municipal serv- 
ices and advantages. The financial responsibility rests with 
the city councilmen and it will be up to them to provide a 
logical program to provide expansion and to meet the oppor- 
tunities at the right time.

Most of us plead that we are} 
too busy to be devoted to acts| 
of charity. This makes us too 
busy. to live the spiritual life as| 
taught by that Man from Naza- 
reth. ‘‘Do unto others... .’’ we 
have been taught and parrot like 
phrases -glibly without thought | 
of selfless devotion. 

The other night I sat in on a 
meeting that demonstrated the} 
meaning of selfless service to | 
others. This meeting was an in- 
formal affair involving a group 
of about 20 recovered alcoholics. | 
The subject was centered on a| 
permanent organization for the 
administration of a recovery 
house for alcoholics who want to 
co something about their prob- 
lem. 

Here was a group of men who 
had scraped the hubs of. hell. | 
They were on the comeback trail 
and al! were working stiffs. Most 
of them with families, bills, per- 
sonal problems and frustrations 
common to our world today. 

They shoved back their per-| 
sonai life and centered their en-} 
tire attention on forming a board 
and working administration for 
a recovery house that had been 
started on West Holt Blvd., On- 
tario, some two months ago. 
The entire assembly was in 
this recovery house be opera- 
ted without fixing a charge for 
rendered. Their only 


| subject 


enterprise, was to make it a 
facility without cost to those who 
needed it and were without funds. 

A lot of conversation attended 
the formation of a board of di- 
rectors. The founder of this house 
had nurtured his idea for two 
years before striking out on his 
own. . .and with only a minimum 
of help. Unselfish dreams like 
this one have launched a lot 
happiness in this world. 

His operation bogged down be- 
cause he couldn’t make a living 
for his family and manage the 
recovery house the way it should 
be managed. 

Backed up against a financial 
wall, he called a group of other 
recovered alcoholics together to 
discuss the situation. The meet- 
ing was a free for all so far as 
was concerned, with sev- 
eral speaking at once on Many 
occasions. Some veered from the 
matter to be brought 
sharply back to the issue by the 
majority. 

The outcome of the three hour 


|session was the formation of a 


bord of directors, the establish- 
ment of a budget, an agreement 
on general rules of conduct. . .- 
and of course, the open door poli- 
cy for any sick alcoholic seek- 
ing sobriety whether he be with 
funds or not. 

Alcoholism is a disease. It is 
the fourth major health problem 
‘today, the third killer among di- 
seases and second only to one 
of the social diseases for com- 
mitting those afflicted to mental 
hospitals for life. It is a disease 
the same as cancer, tuberculosis 
or diabetis. It is a twofold di- 
sease, being both mental and 
physical and in incurable. But 
recovery can be effected the 
same as in tuberculosis. The al- 
colholic ean, by practicing a sim- 
ple program for living, serve as 
a healthy, normal, useful mem- 
ber of society. The alcoholic can 
learn of a good way to live, with- 
out the necessity of taking a 
drink, from such recovered al- 
coholics as those establishing this 
recovery house. 

It is going to take a lot of 
things including money to get 
this recovery house started. This 
would make a swell project for 
a service club committee, or it 
could make a personal project 
for anyone wanting to#do some- 
thing for the man making a fight 
on the comeback trail. 

To repeat, a lot of things will 
‘be needed. Sheets, towels, cloth- 
ing, food and moral support. A 
better residence is also a nec- 
essity. A big house out in county 
territory would be ideal. 

These things will come. This
